STEWART STIRS THINGS UP. 


To Show How Independent the Senate Is, He 
_ Attacks the President. 

Washington, September 25.—The senate 
8 2 at 11 o’clock with an unusually 

‘ endance. The resolution offered 
last Saturday by Mr. Stewart as to the 
co-ondinate department of the government 
was laid before the senate. Here is its 
text: 

“Resolved, Nhat ‘the intlependence of 
the co-ordinate department of the govern- 
ment—the legislative, the executive and 
the judicial—must be maintained and that 
the use of the power and influence of one 
tepartment to control the action ef an- 
other is in violation of the constitution 
and destructive of our form of government.” 

dir. Stewart began to address the sen- 
ate on the resolution, but had spoken a 
few sentences only when he was _ inter- 
rupted by Mr. Manderson with the re- 
mark that the resolution was a most im- 
portant one and that undoubtedly the speech 
about to be made was one that should be 
heard by a full senate. He suggested that 
theré was no quorum present. 

The roll was called and forty-four sen- 
ators, One more than a quorum, responded. 

Mr. Stewart then went on with his speech. 
He began with a citation from President 
Clereland’s speech last Monday on the oc- 
casion commemorating the hundredth anni- 
versary of the laying of the cornerstone 
of the capitol. This speech had been made 
by the president, having more than 100,000 
federal officers to dispose of, and with the 
veto power which had been designed only 
for extraordinary occasions, bacKed by con- 
centrated capital and encouraged and filat- 
teral by mg venal press. Haq described 
Mr. Cleveland on that occasion as turning 
his face toward the senate wing of the 
capitol and in anger and menacing tones 
using the following language: 

“If the representatives who here assem- 
ble to make laws for their fellow coun- 
trymen forget the duty of broad and dis- 
interested patriotism and legislate in ipreju- 
dice aud passion or in behalf of sectional 
or selfish interests, the time when the corner 
stone of the capitol was laid and the cir- 
cumstances surrounding it will mot be 
worthy of commemorating.” 

Mr. Cleveiand’s Rebuke Resevted. 

This declaration, Mr. Stewart said, had 
been cheered and encouraged by a thought- 
less multitude and construed by a venal press 
as a rebuke from the president of the United 
States to the senate. The struggle for con- 
stitutional liberty, he continued, of the An. 
glo-Saxon race, which had been long, arduous 
and attended with many sacrifices, had lasted 
now for nearly a thousand years. He went 
on to quote great length from Macaulay’s his- 
tory of England as to the parliamentary 
struggle with the Stuart kings. Coming back 
to the present time, Mr. Stewart. charged 
that the president—in disregard to his cath 
of office to execute the laws—had permitted 
the secretary of the treasury to violate the 
law of January 14, 1890, which, made the 
purchase of four and a half million ounces 
of. silver bullion per month mandatory. In 
proof ef this he cited the short purchases of 
silver by the treasury during July and Au- 
gust. He could not conceive how this could 
be justified, in view of the scarcity of cur- 
rency which should have been increased by 
the issue of treasury certificates for silver 
bullion. He knew that an excuse was made 
that silver bullion was not purchased because 
the holders asked more than the market price; 
but he insisted that the market price of 
property was that at which the owner was 
willing to sell. However much, he said, 
some ‘senators might deprecate the law of 
July 14, 1890—as King James had deprecated 
laws on the English statute book—all, both 
high and low, had to obey the law if civil 
liberty was to be maintained and if con. 
stitutional government was te exist. The 
president’s oath of office commanded him to 
see that the laws were faithfully executed, 
but here was a plain mandatory law that had 
been disregarded. Was it not time, he asked, 
to sound the alarm? . 

Calling the President Down. 

If constitutional liberty was of any value, 
it seemed to him that all, friends and foes, 
should stand up and say tothe president of 
the United States: 

“You have overstepped the mark. We can- 
not afford to have the laws of congress disre- 
garded.”’ 

Mr. Stewart then drifted to the anti-Chinese 
bill, and asked whether the executive had en- 
forced it. Whatever might be thought of that 
law it was in force, and if the executive 
might violate one law he might violate anoth- 
er. Was the president, he asked, to have the 
option to obey or to refuse to obey enact- 
ments? 

Mr. Stewart quoted remarks made by Mr. 
Cleveland at different times, some of them in 
what purported to be interviews, which he 
construed to indicate that Mr. Cleveland held 
congress in a rather low estimation—that he 
assumed that congress was ignorant. This as- 
sumption led Mr. Stewart to inquire where 
and how the president learned all that he 
knew. Were had he had this opportunity of 
possessing himself of the science of money 
and economics? Where and when, and in 
what school had he studied it? He believed 
that Mr. Cleveland was the only president of 
the United States who had not possessed a 
liberal education, either in some college or on 
a farm where he communed with nature and 
learned nature’s laws. He did not believe 
that the education of a clerk, or of a law- 
yer. without a prior liberal education in a 
college, or without a liberal education in stu- 
dying the works of nature, fitted a man to 
preside over the destinies of this country, The 
president of the United States is required to 
take a wider view of the laws of money and 
of nature than could be obtained in a lawyer's 
office or in a sheriff's office, or in the office of 
a mayor, or any other such contracted place, 
where the great book of nature was closed. 
Washington, Jackson and Lincoln were ad- 
duced by Mr. Stewart as great examples of 
great presidents who had not had collegiate 
educations, but had acquired their extensive 
knowledge of government by close contact 
with the people. 

Old Habitea Stick. 

But unfortunately,” he continued, “our 
president was denied both a collegiate educa- 
tion and that grander and better educatlon— 
communion with the great producing classes 
of the country—communion with the pioneers 
of the west, communjon with those who are 
the bone and sinew of the country. If he had 
that knowledge which Washington had and 
had known the people as Washington knew 
them, and as Jackson, he would not have ut- 
tered the remarks which I have read and 
would not have talked about the ignorance 
of congress. But his environments have been 
peculiar.”

FIVE FRYER CASES. 


The Yellow Scourge Is Making More 
Rapid Headway. 


MANY HAVE If IN MILD FORM 


Brunswick Hopes and Prays for’ an 
Early Black, Killing Frost. 


THREE MEALS A DAY FOR THE POOR 


They Are Not Starving at Present, Thanks 
to the Contributions ofthe Gener- 
ous American Public. 


Brunswick, Ga., September 25.—Five new 

cases of yellow fever developed today. ‘lhe 
patients are Mrs. Larentzson and child, 
the wife and mother-in-law of William 
Anderson, and Callie Mitchell—the last 
three colored. 

Three of the old patients were discharg- 
ed—a child of Mrs. Larentzson, Mrs. C. 
H. Smith and Archie H. Smith. Nineteen 
eases are under treatment now. Surgeon 
Faget authorizes the statement that he 
feels assured that there are numbers of 
mild cases of yellow fever not developed 
by a full diagnosis, and which have been 
daily reported as malaria. There are many 
mild cases not sufficiently developed or 
considered by the families of the patients 
sufliciently serious to call in physicians. 

Looking for the Early Frost. 

He further says that he does not expect 
the fatalities to be numerous hereafter, 
and frost may be expected within twenty- 
five days. He says that with proper nursing 
the fatality will not increase with the ad- 
vent of cold weather. The atmospheric 
conditions here are somewhat cooler, caus- 
ing apprehension among the citizens gener- 
ally. 

Superintendent Horne, of the East Ten- 
nessee railroad, wires offering the use, 
gratis, of the East Tennessee docks, three 
miles from Brunswick, for unloading Dr. 
Jenkins steamship with relief supplies. 

The report of the comimssary keeper, 
Joseph W. Smith, shows that 1,100 suf- 
fering poor are issued three rations each 


day. 


VERY STRICT AT SAVANNAH, 


All Passengers Must Show Certificates or Be 
Put Off the Train. 

Savannah, Ga, September 25.—(Special.)— 
The czar of Russia has no more autocratic 
power than the Savannah health authorities 
have taken unto themse:ves. It ts not a 
question new of ‘whether a man lias come 
from ‘the infected district or somewhere near 
it, before the can come into the city, nor 
whether he' can prove in any way that he 
comes from an entirely different quarter, but 
whether he can produce a health certificate 
from the authorities of the polut from which 
he haiis. Passengers on trains from the 
north are being subjected to a great many 
inconveniences, On this account complaints 
with regard to the action of the heaith au- 
thorities in the matter are numerous. 

Pat Off the Train. 

‘Peopie who came down on the train from 
Atianva this morning and n»vho haf witnesses 
to prove conciusve.y that they had been to 
Chicago for the past week or wen days, were 
put off the traim most unceremoniolsly by 
the quarantine officers at Meldrim. No ar- 
rangements have been made at that int to 
eare for the passengers ‘who ure detained 
there, and if they shouid happen to be put 
off ‘without funds they are helpess. ‘The 
health officers stationed at tne detention 
camps either do not know haw to use discre- 
tion or they are not allonved ito use it. 

They Have No Discretion. 

Inspector Luffborrow, stationed at Guyton, 
uses no discretion whatever and ‘will accept 
no proof but a certificate. The imspectors at 
Meidrim, however, are capabie of using saqpre 
littie discretion, and #f they can be satistied 
beyond a doubt that a passenger is aii right 
The superiors of these 
officers will, it is understood, put a stop to 
this in short order, and ai.ow none but those 
having certificates to pass. In the mean- 
time the traveler from any point whatever 
out of Savamnah must provide himself with 
the certificate before be can enter or pass 
through. 


H. CLAY KING’S LAST SCHEME. 


He Issues an Address Making Charges 
Against Mrs. Pillow and Poston. 
Memphis, Tenn., September 25.—Colonel 
H. Clay King, the murderer of David H. 
Poston, now serving a life sentence in the 
Tennessee penitentiary as a punishment for 
his crime, has issued an address to the 
public in which he makes some sensational 
charges. He alleges that his conviction was 
brought about by conspiracy between Judge 
Julius J. Dubois, of Shelby county criminal 
court, and relatives of Poston. Dubois, 
he asserts, used every means in his power 
to secure conviction in order to placate 
the Postons, who were his political enemies. 
King also charges that Mrs. Gideon T. 
Pillow and David H. Poston, the mur- 
dered man, were criminally intimate. The 
publication of the article has caused a 
sensation. King wrote it for the purpose 
of arousing public sentiment in his favor 
in the hope of securing a pardon, but he 
will fail in his object, as Governor Turney 
was a member of the supreme court when 
King’s death sentence was affirmed.

THREE BUSINESS BLOCKS BURNED.

A Large Conflagration at St. Joseph, Mo., 
Yeuterday—Several Men Injared. 

St. Joseph, Mo., September 25.—Three sol- 
id blocks of the busifiess houses of St. Jo- 
seph are in ruins tonight and a million dol- 
lars’ worth of property has been destroyed. 

About 10 o’clock this morning C. A. Purdy, 
who was passing along Edmond street, no- 
ticed a thin curl of smoke coming from the top 
floor of the eight-story apartment house of 
Townsend & Wyatt. ‘By the time he could 
turn in an alarm the ‘flames burst from the 
entire top floor. When the department ar- 
rived it was found tliat the water pressure 
was weak and the fir h were compelled to 
fight at a disadvantage. The entire building 
was soon in flames. strong wind from the 
horth soon carried the fames across the street 
to the magnificent Commercial bank structure, 
and it was soon destrgyed. 

The Central Savings, bank went next and 
then followed the Cejt@r block. ‘The Regnier 
& Shoup Crockery Conjpany’s new house was 
next to succumb, and 45,000 worth «f goods 
dropped into the cella®. The Carbrey biock 
Was next attacked an@ then Binswanger & 
Co., the Hong Kong Téa Company, the Spen- 
cer Cigar Company and @ dozen smaller insti- 
tutions went up. 

The fire was then, burning flercely from four 
sides and the destruction of the best business 
interests of the city was imminent. At this 
time dynamite was reserted to and a 1 umber 
of buildings were blown ap and the progress 
of the fire stayed. 

With the help of the Topeka and Kansas 
City departments which were telegraphed for 
and arrived at this juneture, the fire was got- 
ten under contro}. The principal losers are 
the Townsend & Wyatt Dry Goods Company, 
$250,000, insurance $200,000; Central Block, 
$85,000, insuranse $75,000; Hoagland block, 
$75,000, insurance $40,000; Renier & Shoup 
Crockery Company, $90,000, insurance $25,000; 
Ransom, Garrett & Brewster, $17,000, insur- 
ed, and thirty smaller institutions which rep- 
resent a loss of $175,000. 

But few accidents occurred during the pro- 
gress of the fire. When one of the buildings 
was blown up, a boy named Haskins, was 
struck by a flying brick and badly burt. Al- 
bert Laird and Oliver Knapp, two firemen, 
were precipitated from a ladder into a burning 
building and both were badly burned, Knapp 
probably fatally. Chief Kane, of the fire de- 
partment, was badly burned and a young man 
named George Hunter fell three stories into 
a cellar but was little injured, two ribs alone 
being broken. Several people were hurt by 
falling walls, but no fatalities occurred dur- 
ing the fire.

THERE WAS FIGHTING ALL DAY. 


Latest from the Insurrection in the Argen- 
tine Republic. 

Buenos Ayres, September 25.—There was 
desuitory fighting ail day around Santa fe, 
the capital of the province of that name. It 
is not known that either side gained any ad- 
vantage. The rebels are gaining accessions to 
their forces. A large number of the foreign 
co.,onists have thrawn wm thelr iot with. the 
insurgents and have been cordially welcomed 
iby the enemies of the government. A more 
serious feature of the outlook, however, is 
the disaffection among the national troops. 
Desertions to the rebes are of frequent oc- 
currence. In one instance, a whole regiment 
has gone over ‘vo the insurgents, carrying 
their arms with ‘them. ‘These defections are 
caus.ng the government considerable amxiety. 
General Peigrini, who is in command of the 
governinent troops, has been reinfureed by 
muationai troops from the ‘province of Buenos 
Ayres, Cordova and Santiago. ‘The additions 
to the government forces have more than 
offset the desertions, and General Pelkigrini 
expressed himseif as confident with the aug- 
mented force at his command, of being able 


to shortly suppress the Pevoit.

HIGGINSON’S APPOLOGY 


Accepted by Secretary Herbert—The Corre- 
spondence in the Matter. 
Washington, September 25.—Secretary Her- 
bert today gave to the press the correspond- 
ence relating to the removal of Captain Hig. 
ginson from the command of the United 
States steamship Atlanta. The statement that 
Secretary Herbert had apologized to Captain 
Higginson for removing him from duty and 
offered him the command upon his own appli- 
cation are not borne out by the facts, and it 
is especially denied that Captain Higginson is 
entitled toithe credit of having disclosed to 
the department the condition of the Atlanta 
when the vessel was ordered to sea. ‘The 
letters embrace a full history of this well- 
known case and the conclusion of the matter 
is that Secretary Herbert accepts the apolo- 
gies and explanations of Captain Higginson 
and savs that his connection with the matter 
will not be permitted to prevent his being as- 
signed to such duty as his rank entities him 
to’ perform when the opportunity offers.

TWO BIT THE DUST 


And Three Others of a Gang of Train 
Robbers Were Captured. 


HOW THE FELLOWS WERE SURPRISED. 


Railroad Men Got Wind of the In- 
tended Robbery 


AND A TRAINLOAD OF POLICEMEN 


Were Sent Out on an “Extra” Made Up 
Like the Regular Passenger—The 
Attack and the Result. 


St. Joseph, Mo., September 25.—'The 
Kansas City, St. Joseph and Council Bluffs 
road foiled an attempt to rob one of its 
passenger trains, killed two of the bandits 
and captured three others at Francis, one 
anda half miles from this city last night. 
The dead are Hugo Engle and Ed Keohler. 
The names of those captured are Freder- 
icks, Hurst and Garve. One named Gleitz 
escaped for the time, but was captured in 
St. Joseph later in the day.. The robbers 
were, with two exceptions, desperate men, 
They formed a plot last week to hold up 
and rob the Omaha express at Roy’s branch, 
one mile above this city. Friday” night 
was set for the robbery, but owing to the 
fact that the robbers got the trains mixed 
wp, the train that day escaped. Yesterday 
the officials of the railroad company were 
notified by Hurst, who turned traitor, that 
another attempt would be made at 1 o’clock 
this morning at the same place. The offi- 
cials quietly sidetraced the regular train, 
and with a train made up like the regular, 
the two rear coaches darkened to aid in 
the deception, started for the place. In the 
baggage car were fifteen armed police, 
commanded by Chief Broder, Sheriff Car- 
son and four deputies, all heavily armed. 
General Manager Brown and Superintend- 
ent Hohl were also in the party. 

At the place. stated by Hurst, a red light 
brought the train to a stop and Gleitz and 
Kohler jumped on the engine and with 
pistols at the heads of Engineer Wright 
and Fireman Wise, ordered them to take 
dynamite and blow open the express car 
door under pain of death. On a refusal the 
two bandits asked the mes- 
senger to «pen the door, but he 
refused, and Kohler shouted, “Open or 
we'll blow you all to hell.” 

A Regular Fusilade. 

At this the door was opened, and Kohler 
and Gleitz jumped in and made for the 
safe. As they did so an officer carelessly 
exposed his head. Kohler took a shot at 
him and with his companions, sprang from 
the train. A volley followed them and Koh- 
ler fell. A general fire was then opened, 
the robbers standimg: their ground, untif 
Ingle fell. The police made a rush and 
captured Fredericks, Garver and Hurst, 
who were lodged in jail. 

Kohler’s body was pierced by forty-three 
bullets, yet while he lay on the ground, 
he managed to fire four shots before he 
died, Engle was struck by fourteen bul- 
lets, and yet lived a short time. Henry 
Gleitz escaped for the time. The coaches 
were riddled with bullets and all of the 
windows were shot out. The officerg es- 
ecaped unharmed. 

Kohler married an estimable young lady 
three weeks ago. The bandits had two 
sticks of dynamite, to each of which was 
attached a fuse about three feet long. It 
was known to the officers on the bogus 
train that dynamite might be used, and it 
was at first proposed to let the robbers ex- 
plode some of it before firing on them. 

Before leaving St. Josephs, however, 
Chief Broder decided it would be a danger- 
ous risk and instructed the bogus messen- 
ger to open the door before the robbers had 
a chance to explode the stuff. Chief Broder 
says there was enough dynamite to blow 
the car into splinters. | 

The bodies of the two dead bandits and 
the three captured men were placed on the 
train which they had attacked. The train 
then returned to the Francis street depot 
at 12:35 o’clock, and the regular train went 
on its way. The passengers did not know 
what happened. It-was quick work and the 
train bearing the officers was back at the 
Francis depot in just forty-five minutes 
from the time it left.

Basy During the Week onth* Tariff Bill. 
Washington, September 25.—This week will 

see the beginning of the work of putting inte 

shape the tariff bill to be reported by the 
committee on ways and means. 

For some time, naturally, progress will 
apparently be slow. The report of the 
hearings, which held the attentieas of tne 
committee until Wednesday of last week, 
have not yet all been printed, and the -com- 
mittee is still receiving written argume@euts 
from persons who failed to secure an en. 
gagement to appear in person. The committee 
is confronted with a serious financial situa- 
tion. It is admitted that in some way 
at least sixty millions of additional revenue 
must be provided to meet the ordinary cur- 
rent expenses of the government. and, unless 
the sinking fund law is suspended or repealed, 
the deficit will amount to over $100,000,000. 
How this is to be done is the question the 
committee must answer by its work. 

One of the leading members of the com- 
mittee was asked if the pleas before the 
committee of manufacturers and producers 
for the retention of the present duty upon 
certain specified articles would influence its 
action. “‘They will not,’’ was his .answer. 

“I believe the bill will embrace a general 
scheme of reduced duties, the changes to be 
made with no reference to the persons or in. 
terests affected.’’

An Unsatisfac’ory Schedule. 
From The Houston Home Journal. 

A change of schedule went into effect on 
the Perry railroad last Monday, affecting 
only the departure of trains. The trains now 
leave Perry at 7:10 o’clock a. m. and 2:30 
o'clock p. m The first is an hour and twen- 
ty-five minutes earlier, and the other forty 
minutes later than heretofore. 

So far so good, but at Fort Valley the 
schedule becomes halt, maimed and blind, if 
passengers desire to proceed promptly to any 
place north of that point. The morning train 
makes close connection with the train from 
Macon to Columbus, but passengers for points 
above Fort Valley must wait more than two 
hours before they can proceed. 

The afternoon tran makes close connection 
with nothing, except Fort Valley, where pas- 
sengers must wait over three hours, no mat 
ter where they desire to go. 

Then, the evening connections returning 
are out of gear for all points except Fort 
Valley and Columbus. Passengers can Come 
direct from Macon to Perry oniy at boon, 
leaving Macon at 11:40 o’clock. 

Perry people having business in Macon are 
compelled to spend the night away from 
home. The up trains make close connection 
at Macon with the down trains, and tbe 
Perry train is here at night before the down 
train leaves Macon. 

Passengers for Macon from Perry reach 
Fort Valley at 8:10 o’clock a, m., remaining 
there two hours and ten minutes, reaching 
Macon at 11:30 o'clock. If they desire to re- 
turn that that day they must leave Macon at 
11:40 o’clock a. m., otherwise they are obliged 
to remain twenty-four hours. The afternoon 
train leaves Perry at 2:30 o’ciock, reaches 
Fort Valley at 3:30 o’clock, leaves Fort Val- 
ley at 6:35 o’clock and reaches Macon at 
7:45 o'clock. The next down train leaves 
Macon at 7:50 o’clock, fourteen minutes after 
the evening train reaches Perry. 

Connections with trains for Atlanta and 
points above Macon are not in this schedule 
at all. 

This is an exceedingly cranky schedule, and 
suits only the one or two peopie who may go 
to Columbus about once a month. Certainly 
this schedule wili not remain in force. 


The Future of Aluminium. 
From The Spectator. 

Aluminium, which itself possesses a high 
degree of specific heat, does not readily ab- 
sorb heat itself, and thus is not liable to the 
chief objection to iron buildings in hot coun- 
tries. But, apart from light decorative pur- 
poses, such as balconies, cupolas, finials, and 
verandas, it is as a roofing material that 
aluminium should be most welcome to the 
builder. In plates or scales, two-thirds light- 
er than copper, uncorroded by air, and un- 
dimmed even by the sulphur of London smoke, 
it should make a roof fit for a palace of 
romance. 

The humbler elements of health and com- 
fort in the house, hardly less important than 
its external defenses against the weather— 
pipes, cisterns, taps and gutters, now made 
of iron which rusts or lead which poisons— 
would be more enduring and far more 
healthy if made of this light and _ cleanly 
wnetal, which might also take the place of 


all water-holding vessels now made of heavy 


brittle earthenware or painted tin. An alumi- 
nium bath is among the probable luxuries 
of the next century. But it is not as a mere 
accessory to comfort and convenience that 
real development of the new metal should 
lie. It is for use at sea that its most marked 
quality of lightness obviously fits it. 

The marine engineer and the naval arch}- 
tect, who are already looking in this direc- 
tion for a reduction in the weight which is 
inseparable from loss of efficiency, whether 
in speed or cargo, cannot neglect the possi- 
bilities of a metal which, when mixed in the 
proportion of 1 to 50, gives to aluminium. 
bronze a hardness and toughness which make 
it almost as reliable as steel, and which, Wf 
the proportions could be reversed and the 
strength preserved, would reduce the weights 
of ships and machinery alike by two-thirds, 
That is a problem which awaits the metal- 
lurgists for solution. The reduction in cost, 
judging by analogy, ean only be a question of 
time and research. 

The best steel now costs little more than 
1-2d per pound, while aluminium is fifty times 
that price, But aluminium exists in far 
greater quantities than iron, Is more widely‘ 
distributed, and neither the limits of time 
nor the history of metallurgy forvid us to 
conjecture that, as the world has seen its 
age of stone, its age of bronze, and its age 
of iron, so it may before long have. embarked 
on a new and even more prosperous era—the 
age of aluminium. 


Damage by Lichtning. 
From The Popular Science Monthiy. 

During the year 1891 205 lives were lost. 
that we know of, in the United States. east of 
the Rocky mountains, directly through the ac- 
tion of lightning. How many were lost indi- 
rectly, and how many cases there were of 
shaftered health and more or :ess permanent 
injury, we Can only surmise, The financial 
loss due directly to lightning was certainly 
not below $1,500,000, 

To get at something like a commercial esti- 
mate of the dam@ge dove by lightning in the 
nast few years in this country J have made 
use of The Chronicle Fire Tables for the six 
years 1885 to 1890, and find that some 2,223 
fires, or 1.3 per cent of the whole number. 
were caused by lightning. and the total loss 
was $3,386,826, or 1.25 per cent of the whole 
amount lost by fire. During 1s02 we have a 
record.of 202 lives lost. The dainage may he 
estimated at as high a figure as 
These losses are the more appalling when we 
recall that the year $s virtwaily less than six 
months.- %

The Lot Has Been Purchased on the Bou- 
Jevard,and the Construction of the 
Engiue House Will Scon Begin, 


Atlanta's fire department will be stronger 
next year than it is this year. 

And the present indications are that the 
increase in the work will be presented to 
the city as a Christmas gift. 

Hon, W. KR, Dimmock, the junior mem- 
ber of the fourth ward, will hang the city’s 
stocking on the night of the 24th of Decem- 
ber and on Christmas morning that stock- 
ing will contain a new fire engine house for 
that section of the city which has been 
without a close fire protection for years. 

Chief Joyner has been calling for a fire 
company in that portion of the city for the 
past three years and last year induced the 
fire board to insist upon the purchase of a 
lot for a fire engine house in that section of 
the city. The members of the fire board 
were slow to get at the work but soon after 
Mr. Dimmock came into the council an 
ordinance was passed authorizing the pur- 
chase of that lot, -. ‘The lot 
Chief Joyner wanted is located 
at the corner of the Bouleverd and 
Wheat street, and after some dickering, 
it was bought by the city. When the pur- 
chase was made the chief had but little 
thought of making the building good this 
year too, but Mr. Dimmock took hold of 
the matter and began pushing it. 

And it is now almost a certainty that the 
house will be finished and the company will 
be ready for work by the last of this year, 
Not only Mr. Dimmock, but Chief Joyner, 
would be more than pleased to present 
Atlanta with a new company equipped 
fully on Christmas morning. 

“The lot,” said Mr. Dimmock yesterday, 
“has been purchased and we are more than 
anxious to have the house built this year. 
I think, too, that we will be able to find the 
money with which to do it this year. Some 
of the members of the finance committee 
think so, and I can see no reason why it 
may not be so. If the money can be found 
we will make the attempt to complete the 
building this year. The buildings are not 
so expensive that we cannot do them in 
short order and when they are as badly 
needed as this one is it seems to me that an 
extra effort should be made to secure it. 
I haope the building can be completed before 
the year goes out, and I wish that I could 
promise the pegple certainliy that it would 
be done.” 

Chief Joyner is even more anxious for 
the completion of the building this year 
than Mr. Dimmock. He declares that that 
portion of the city has been sadly neglected 
by the fire board as far as buildings are 
concerned and is very anxious to see the 
new building completed. The new building 
will be one of the finest of the city’s fire 
department buildings, and will be equipped 
and completed in the best style.

Don Cameron Speaks. 


Mr. Cameron then took the floor and ad- 
dressed the senate in opposition to the bill. He 
read his speech from manuscript rapidly and 
in a low voice. Senators from both sides of 
the chamber, who felt much curiosity and in- 
terest in the position which Cameron occupied 
got cSairs in his immediate neighborhood and 
listened to him with close attention. He be- 
gan by calling attention to Mr. Gladstone’s 
speech in the house of commons February 
28th, last. In that speech Mr. Gladstone said 
that England was the greatest creditor of 
the countries of the . world, that her for- 
elgn investments increased largely every year, 
that one thousand million pounds would be an 
extremely low estimate of English creditors, 
and that under these circumstances it was 
rather a serious maiter to ask that country 
to consider whether they were going to per- 
form this act of self-sacrifice. You will ob- 
serve that ‘‘the supreme act of self-sacrifice”’ 
which Mr. Gladstone considers to be contrary 
to the interest of England as the great credit- 
or of the countries of the world, is the at- 
tempt to maintain or restore to silver the func- 
tion of serving as money. I am tempted to 
sit down and leave this speech of Mr. Glad 
stone to stand alone as the ground for the 
vote I shall cast on the bil now before us. 
It is ground enough. To my mind it carries 
convictions as to the true course of an Amer- 
ican. The official avowed policy of Kngland 
is to prevent the restoration of silver to its 
function as money bécause the moneyed in- 
terests of England require, or think they re- 
quire, © Monometaliic gold standard. I hare 
stated the case with great moderation and 
have passed not a word of blame on Mr. Glad- 
stone, Who merely presents a policy which Eng- 
land has always followed and avowed. Any 
further measure which tends to descredit sil- 
ver Is, at least for the moment, a furtherance 
of the British policy; it tends to support the 
monometallic gold standard. 

Pree Coipace and State Ranke. 

Mr. Cameron, in conclusion, stated his teme- 
dial propositiods thus: “We all agree cat, 
with Europe and Asiain their present critical 
state of equilibrium, any silver or paper cur- 
rency needs a larger guaranty than usual}.

Demonetization of Silver Unconstitutional. 

Mr. Bate believed that it was because con.

political parties declared emphaticaiiy for 
‘the free coinage of silver, and the mainte- 
nance of the parity between go!d and siiver.

The Inheritance Tax. 
From Tre Hartford Times. 

The origin of this law, it appears, was an 
English device in the middle ages for robbing 
the Jews. How this tax ‘‘works’’ here in 
Connecticut is also pointedly shown. The col- 
lateral inheritance tax, in the first fourteen 
months of its existence in Connecticut, ag- 
gregated $177,662.97, “all of which was paid 
by the estates of 208 persons.”” It shifted 
that amount from the shoulders of the tax- 
payers of the state. and put it upon these 208 
persons. And all to avoid the half-mill tax. 
In other words, it enabled those who owe the 
debt, but who pay no part of it, to go free of 
taxation, and loaded it all on those who owe 
but a small fraction, yet pay the whole. 
Such a law will be repealed, and the sooner 
it is repealed the better for the credit of Con- 
necticut. It is resisted in Massachusetts, and 
will be repealed here. Its one and only argu- 
ment is, “It’s an easy way to fill the treas- 
ury.” So would righway robbery be if it 
could be carried out systematically.

A Suicidal Policy. 

The Philadelphia Manufacturer de- 
clares that the frightful decline of the 
value of the products of the south and 
west has so impoverished the people 
of those sections that they cannot pur- 
chase what they aciually need, and this 
poverty increases day by day. 

The farmers and planters number about 
30,000,000, and as their purchasing power 
decreases the merchants and manufac- 
turers must inevitably suffer with them. 
Since silver was demonetized in 1873 
this shrinkage of values has been going 
on, but it has beer more rapid during re- 
cent years. Current prices are 21 per 
cent below those of 1886-90, forcing the 
products of the farm to sell, as a rule, 
below the cost of production. 

According to The New York Sun, if 
our wheat exported since July Ist had 
brought 15 cents more a bushel, corn 
10 cents more and cotton 4 mills more a 
pound, fully $100,000,000 less gold would 
have gone abroad, and many millions 
less in ‘American securities would have 
come back to us.

Such presence of mind as ‘this woman 
displayed has rarely been equaled any- 
where. Her prompt action probably 
saved one or more lives, and the men 
and women in the ear were lost in ad- 
miration of her remarkable courage and 
activity. It is to be regretted that her 
name is unknown. She is a heroine. 


A Matter to Think About. 

Irom a purely partisan standpoint, the 
proposition to adopt a cloture rule in the 
Senate at this time is not wiihout its 
attractions. On general principles The 
Constitution is opposed ‘to changing the 
rules of the senate to meet exigencies. 
If cloture had been adopted in the sen- 
ate in 1890, the south woulg now be un- 
der the rule of the Davenport force bill. 
and the republican party would still be 
in power. 

Nevertheless, when we find such re- 
publicuns as Lodge and Platt drumming 
up a sentiment favorable to cloture, and 
making speeches for it, democrats should 
reflect seriously over ‘the proposition. 
There is no danger of a force bill now.

We 
do not suggest cloture, but it is a mat- 
ter over which democratic senators may 
profitably reflect. With a cloture rule in 
forea they could railroad the democratic 
tariff bill through without any trouble.

There is a great deal more life here 
than in the east. The girts work in the ho- 
tels, barber shops and seil papers. I saw 
one young lady behind the bar selling whisky. 
They disregard Sunday here.”

“We farmers are not to blame for all the 
hard times the country is having, but we do 
our part in bringing them on.

O, yes, some of us do our part to- 
wards making hard times, but you merchants 
are helping us; don’t forget that.”

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It Will Bo Celebrated on the 20th of 
eoxt December, 


MEETING OF THE PIONEERS LAST NIGHT 


It Was Largely Attended ‘and Much En- 
thusiasm Was Manifested—The 23d 
Too Near Christmas. 


P Atlanta’s celebration will oecur on the 
20th of next December. 

That is in response to The Cofistitution’s 
suggestion of an earlier date. 

The exercises will begin af 1 o’clock in 
the afternoon and will be held at the state 
capitol, 

That. was decided at a meeting of the 
pioneers which was held in the city court- 
room last night. 

A full attendance was present and the 
mecting was one of rare enthusiasm. It 
was the sentiment of every one present to 
make the celebration as interesting as pos- 
sible, a unique and crowning event in At- 
lanta’s history. 

Several interesting speeches were made 
and the details of the celebration were all 
discussed. 

_Every one agreed that to hold the celebra- 
tion on the date of the anniversary was 
out of the question, as the purchasing of 
Christmas goods on that day would pre- 
vent the merchants and people generally 
from taking. a hearty co-operative interest 
in the occasion. 

The Committee’a Report. 

The report of the special committee of 
fifteen, to which the matter of arranging 
for the celebration was referred, was the 
first matter that came up before the meet- 
ing. | 
This committee was composed of the fol- 
lowing well-known pioneers: Messrs. W. L. 
Calhoun, chairman; W. H. Hulsey, B. F. 
Abbott, J. C. Hendrix, W. A. Fuller, G. 
W. Adair, C. W. Hunnicutt, J. C. Peck, 
A. 8S. Talley, Dr. J. F’. Alexander, Frank 
T. Ryan, J. E. Williams and J. S. Peter- 
son. 

The committee, which met in the office 
of Ordinary Calhoun several days ago, 
recommended the 23d of December, the day 
on Which Atlanta’s first charter was ob- 
tained, and named -the hour of 10 o’clock 
as the time for the exercises to begin. 

Dr. J. I’. Alexander objected to the 23d 
of December. He thought it impossible to 
hold the celebration on that day. Tvery- 
body would be interested in the Christmas 
holidays and the co-operation of the mer- 
chants of the city could not be obtained. 
He thought it would be better to have it 
on the Wednesday preceding, as that would 
allow the merchants to display their Christ- 
mas goods. 

Mr. Murphy was of the opinion that the 
business men of the city ought to be con- 
sulted in regard to the date. He thought 
that committees from all the business or- 
ganizations of the city should meet with a 
committee from the Pioneers’ Society and 
arrange the day in that :manner. He 
thought, as every department of the city’s 
growth should be represented on that day, 
that all of them should be consulted in the 
matter of arrangement. 

Judge Hillyer suggested that, instead of 
naming the exact day, to fix a limit between 
the 20th and 30th of the month, and have 
it understood that the celebration was to 
occur within that margin. The committees 
could then get together and arrange the 
day. 

Colonel R. F. Maddox and Mr. J. C. Hen- 
drix were in favor of naming the day, and 
then asking the business men of the city 
to lend a helping hand. It was better to 
settle the matter at once than to leave it in 
controversy. 

It Will Occur on Wednesday. 

Mr. Murphy thought it best to consult 
the different organizations of the eity, and 
if they refused to lend their co-operation, 
to hold it on the exact day of the anniver- 
sary. 

It was agreed, however, by all present 
that the merchants would be glad to take 
a hand in the celebration and have magnifi- 
cent displays, a pageant that would repre- 
sent the growth and magical development 
of the city in all directions and show the 
wonderful results that had been accom- 
plished during the last fifty years. 

The opinion of these who adhered to the 
20th of December prevailed. A vote was 
taken and the sentiment of nearly every- 
one present was found to be in favor of 
Wednesday preceding the regular anniver- 
sary. 


Andthe Honr Is Changed. 


Mr. John H. James objected to the hour 
specified in the report. He thought 10 
o’clock in the morning too soon. It would 
be impossible to get the business men of 
the city to take a part in the day’s observ- 
ance that early. 

One of the pioneers, with a touch of hu- 
mor, suggested that the exercises had better 
commence at 6 o’clock in the morning in 
order to get through by night. He was as- 
sured by the president, however, that all 
of the speeches were short and the exercises 
at the furthest would not consume over two, 
hours. ) 

The motion of Mr. James was put to the 
meeting and the hour was changed from 
10 o’clock in the morning to 1 o'clock in 
the afternoon. 

A Grand Celebration. 

he committee in charge of arrangements 
was directed to see ail 01 cue organizations 
of the city and ascertain whether or not they 
desired to participate in the observance of 
the day. 

To this end a meeting of the committee 
will be held in the ordinary’s office next 
Thbursdwy afternoon at 4 o'clock, at which 
time the initial steps will be taken. 

it is thought that every merchant in the 
city will be interested in celebrating the 
city’s birthday and will give the committee 
his hearty co-operation and _ support. 
Iivery organization in the city, mercantile, 
iabor and professional, should lend a help- 
ing hand and do all in their power to make 
the day historic. Atlanta ought to gather 
within her gates on that day a crowd of 
visitors from all over the Piedmont region 
and show up her resources in such a light 
as to encourage immigration. 

The committee will make it a point to do 
their work thoroughly. As soon as they 
lave seen the business men of the city and 
met with representatives from the differ- 
ent organizations, they will make out their 
report and submit it, in all probability, to 
a special meeting of the society. 

After a brief and interesting discussion, 
in which Councilman Rennau and Messrs.

Days passed and Malone was not cap- 
tured.

Very little was known of the facts of 
the killing and the whole truth wui pos- 
sibly never be revealed.

“That will be some day one of the 
spots On the continent,” said oorane 
hi “As you know the government 
“ee purchased a great tract of jJand there— 

0 acres, I believe—and it is rapidly being 
made the great national park that was in- 
tended. Drives of chirt are being laid out. 
There will be Seventy miles of these roads 
when they are completed, and I tell you those 
Show white drives in the green look simply 
beautiful. The prominent places on the bat- 
tiefleld are marked with towers, from which 
the whole may be viewed; then the different 
states whose soldiers took part-in the great 
fights there are putting handsome monuments 
and stones to mark where their regiments 
were--that is the northern states are; so far 
the southern states haye done nothing. It 
seems a great pity that such should be the 
case, but it is. Certainly, the southern states 
should be represented in this park if on no 
other battlefield. I do hope this will be ac- 
complished in some way. Here is a great 
national park on Georgia soil in which Geor- 
gia troops took prominent part—and made a 
splendid record, too, as did all the southern 
troops in that great victory, and yet there is 
nothing there to indicate that our soldiers 
were there at all. The day we were at the 
park a delegation from Minnesota was there 
attending to the work of marking with appro- 
priate monuments the position of 
the troops of that state. No 
southern asjfate, so far as I @now— 
unless it is North Carolina and Texas—has 
done anything of this kind. I tell you it 
makes one right sad and a litfle ashamed to 
see the monuments to the soldiers of Ohio and 
other states and no such monuments to tell 
of the presence of the gallant Georgians.” 


“The schools of north Georgian show great 
improvyement,’”’ said Captain Bradwell. “We 
had at Chickamauga a good gathering from 
Walker, Catoosa, Chattooga, though fewer 
from Dade, this due to the fact that it was 
court week in Dade. I -found amotig them 
a number of college graduates and other am- 
bitious and bright young people, who are do- 
ing much to build up the school in that see- 
tion. Why, Walker county, which at one 
time, not so very long ago, ranked pretty low 
in an educational way, now has seventy-five 
schools as good as you will find anywhere in 
the state. The other counties represented 
made an equally good showing. I tell you 
those mountain counties are coming out.” 

Governor Northen spoke for an hour and a 
quarter and Captain Bradwell an hour; and 
all that time the large audience gave the 
closest attention. 

Speaking of the charatter of the audience 
Captain Bradwell said: 

“In addition to the teachers there were 
people from miles around. You could tell 
from their appearance and from the looks of 
their vehicles that they were prosperous peo- 
ple and that the country is In good condition. 
They were well dressed themselves and they 
drove sleek, fat horses and mules to nice, syb- 
stantial carriages and wagons. Do you know 
that is an excellent way to judge ‘the coddi- 
tion of a country? Wellitis. You won't find 
poor, sorry louking horses in a good country. 
There may be exceptions, of course, but that’s 
the rule. .That mountain country is coming 
out. The valleys are rich, the population is 
almost exclusively a white one, and the 
country is dotted over with smallfarms. Yes, 
in addition to its mineral wealth, north Geor- 
gia certainly has very excellent advantages. 
The people seem to be recognizing them, too, 
for there is a steady and healthy growth; 
the population is increasing with au very de- 
sirable cluss as the incomers.”’ 


There are complaints of glanders in two 
counties of Georgia. Yesterday Dr. Cook 
got back from Early, where he went at the 
request of Commissioner Nesbitt to examine 
into. the situation.there. He reports several 
cases of genuine glanders and says the 
farmers are very much perturbed over the 
presence in their midst of this dreaded dis- 
ease. All he could do, however, was to ad- 
vise them to isolate the diseased stock, which 
has been done. 

When Dr. Cook got to the capitol he found 
a letter which had been written by the ordi- 
nary of Stewart county to the governor, 
stating that there were undoubted cases of 
gianders in that county and asking for rellef. 
The governor turned the letter over to Captain 
Nesbitt and Dr. Cook was at once sent down 
there. 

“That is all I can do,’’ explained Captain 
Nesbitt. “I have absolutely no funds in my 
possession for such purposes and have no 
authority to take the necessary steps to stamp 
out the disease. That there should be some 
provision for such emergencies must be evi- 
dent to anybody who looks into the situa- 
tion. Animals with glanders should be 
killed to prevent the spread of the disease, 
which is one of the most fatal that horses can 
have. Yes, and men too, for that matter. I 
don’t mean men should be killed, but I do 
mean that glanders often proves fatal with 
them. Now that is one respect in which the 
efficiency of this department could be increased 
We ought to have some sort of a fund for use 
in just such emergencies as this. I made 
such a recommendation to the legislature, but 
it did not, for some reason, bear fruit. I 
don’t want any extra tax levied for the pur- 
pose, but I would like to use some of the 
money that this department pays into the 
state treasury. It goes into the school fund 
now and is no more than a drop in the bucket 
there, whereas, it would do direct good to 
the farmers if used as I suggest. They need
